One group boys, strong 
youngsters with leadership, have discov- 
ered ball and bat and have set their 
game. Naturally, they can’t include all the 
boys, the smaller and weaker brothers 
watch wistfully the sidelines. per- 
haps football the one organized game 
progress. But don’t thank the school 
for this intelligent play. The boys have 
picked their techniques from their own 
study and observation our two most 
popular national sports. 

What are the other boys doing those 
not content with the spectator role? Over 
there are one two wrestling. Another 
boy has tennis ball and tossing 
back and forth his favorite chum. Two 
lads are marking the windows car 
parked the edge the cinder parking 
lot which serves the playground. Three 
other boys are throwing cinders group 
small girls who have wandered off their 
reservation. boy and his friend 
have discovered open basement 
window the school and both are quar- 
reling see which one will lowered 
into the building first. But most the 
boys are merely standing running about 
the school yard idiotically. 

Now glance the girl’s side. Five 
six fourth graders are jumping rope and 
refusing allow any more join 
because “‘it takes too long then get your 
turn.” Three first graders are spending 
their recess looking into the windows 
their classroom. Two fifth graders are 
playing jacks the cold ground the 
corner the school building well out 
the warm sun. The remainder the 
girls are standing quietly, alone 
groups, depending upon their popularity 
the tolerance their classmates. 

sad enough picture pass recess 
period, much less period physical 
education. These boys and girls, young- 
sters from 14, need organized, di- 
rected physical activity. They need simple, 
fun-to-play activities carry over into 
their recess and free play time. The popu- 
lar boys need co-operate with the not 
well-liked boys team situation. 
The girls need experience competition 
with themselves and with the boys 
such simple and free-from-physical-contact 
games relays and circle chase games. 
The boys and girls together need dance 
the gay, simple, lighthearted, free-from- 
implication-or-suggestion folk dances which 
boys and girls, years for all have 
danced apparently none the worse for it.

activities secondary school physical 
education. 


Simple Equipment 

Proper facilities and equipment are de- 
sirable, but they are not necessary for 
well-balanced physical education program. 
Many schools the Cleveland diocese, 
for instance, where physical education 
regular offering, not have gymnasiums 
rooms, hallways, church halls, fields, and 
parking lots have been used satisfactorily. 
And these same Cleveland 
equipment consists medium-priced balls, 
jumping ropes made from clothes line, used 
ten pins donated local bowling alleys, 
hoops from barrels, quoits made from 
heavy anchor purchased river- 
front rope warehouse, perhaps piano and 
usually phonograph and folk dance rec- 
ords donated the school PTA pur- 
chased with paper sale tax stamp re- 
turns. 

Such facilities and equipment, plus chil- 
dren with the usual assortment arms and 
legs, plus classroom teachers, willing 
exert themselves little beyond the call 
duty, have been found enough 
Cleveland Catholic elementary schools, and 
public rural schools Tennessee where 
the Cleveland Catholic school 
physical education has been adopted.

Philosophy Catholic Education 


The last and most tenaciously held 
excuse that “the teaching physical 
education our elementary schools 
not keeping with the philosophy 
Catholic education.” 

Apostolic Letter the American 
Hierarchy dated September 21, 1938, our 
late Holy Father, Pope Pius instructed 
the bishops the United States draw 
for the people our nation, con- 
structive social program education based 
Christian principles. immediate com- 
pliance with this request the bishops 
the United States, meeting Washington 
1939, launched education program 
designed “build enlightened, con- 
structing people all levels the true 
nature Christian democracy.” 

The Catholic University America was 
charged with the duty carrying out 
the bishop’s program social action. For 
this purpose the Commission American 
Citizenship was set and accomplished 
among other things, curriculum for the 
elementary schools which 
social message Christ. 

Let consider the Commission’s goals 
Christian education American dem- 
ocratic society: 


Physical fitness, the habits 
healthful living based understanding 
the body and its needs, and right 
attitudes toward everything that contri- 
butes good health. 

Economic competency. 

standing American life and the work- 
ings democracy. 

Cultural development. 

Christ, saintliness, the crown all 
the rest, achieved and through all the 
rest, fulfilling the purpose man’s 
existence. 
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Note well that this Catholic reasoning, 
moral and spiritual perfection Christ 
achieved and through all the other 
goals. And how else can physical fitness, the 
first goal, taught but through physical 
education and health, sister field 
physical education? 


Educate the Whole Child 


put the words the late Rt. 
Rev. George Johnson the department 
education the Catholic University 
America, who supervised every step the 
Commission’s Catholic school curriculum 
requested our late Holy Father, Pope 
Pius XI: 

“Human improvement, the true end 
education, total improvement. cannot 
successfully concentrate one phase 
the life the individual the neglect 
other phases, because human personality 
unitary thing which cannot dis- 
sected and divided.

Co-education begins naturally the home 
where, under the solicitous eye loving 
mother, children subconsciously and inno- 
cently learn the physical and psychological 
differences the sexes. the elementary 
grades the classwork can well co-educa- 
tional because the need for distinctive 
ideals practically the same for all. 
high school, however, boys and girls accept 
quite different ideals character develop- 
ment. Moreover they have different prob- 
lems self-control and different physical 
and psychological sex reactions.* 


Meeting Problem 


What, then, the answer? can 
keep the letter the law only very 
limited extent, least can and 
must keep alive the possibilities 
carrying out something the spirit un- 
derlying the Pope’s educational theories. 
all means should, when possible, 
separate our boys and our girls for edu- 
cational purposes. Even when im- 
possible house them separate build- 
ings, sometimes may have them placed 
separate home rooms. Here, obviously, 
snag number one. Supposing have 
sufficient number ninth graders, for 
instance, fill two home rooms, what 
teacher would care responsible for 
aroom full ninth- tenth-grade boys? 
for one, would for this sort sepa- 
ration, sure, the other teacher 
would only sufficiently courageous and 
broad shouldered enough carry the 
martyr’s palm victory. would even 
relieve her her share household du- 
ties, allow her least two meals bed 
every Saturday, and provide her with 
plentiful supply vitamin tablets and 
nerve tonic. However, have heard Sisters 
state preference for dealing with boys, 
they certainly should given the op- 
portunity. Then, too, there this saving 
feature, that, during some part the day, 
someone else must the teaching. 
might, and some cases, does work. 

smaller schools, where 
can accommodated one home 
toom, the situation seems somewhat more 
simple. Here boys and girls are together 
for assembly, but separated for instruc- 
tional purposes. This arrangement quite 
practical, too, for there are times when 
boys must separated from girls during 
the regular school routine, especially for 
athletic and other specialized activities. 
any rate, there certainly should some 
time during each day when the home-room 
teacher may meet each the groups 
Separately.

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Limited Separation 


Here excellent opportunity for 
communication. There are some things, not 
necessarily moral intellectual problems, 
which need talked over with each 
group alone. Sometimes the teacher has 
something say which concerns only the 
boys her class only the girls. Obvi- 
ously, the right time say when 
that group alone. More frequently, 
though, the pupils who have things 
discuss which they naturally hesitate 
mention during class meeting includ- 
ing both boys and girls, but which are 
perfectly natural and correct “among our- 
selves.” High school pupils, the whole, 
are quite tactful and discerning such 
cases; and sometimes they need adult 
listener draw the correct conclusion 
even merely listen while they battle out 
the problem the end. 

For example, positive that 
ninth-grade girls often waited eagerly 
their teacher see the last gentleman 
disappear route the gym for physical 
education, that “we” might talk before 
starting the English class. True, once 
twice the talk consumed the entire English 
period, but they were speaking fairly re- 
spectable English anyway, and what could 
more important than the very first for- 
mal for the very first prom? The pronoun 
has been purposely changed from 
“they” for they usually did very well 
themselves, unless snag called for appeal 
adult experience. Since the appeal came 
from themselves, the answer would ac- 
cepted. Generally, however, they reached 
their own conclusions 
way. For instance, really carried weight 
with the crowd when one the most 
popular and well-dressed girls the class 
declared that she intended have for- 
mal which she would comfortable 
and ease, and one which would help 
her escort feel likewise comfortable and 
ease.

Meanwhile, the boys have very likely 
been gaining pointers few more topics 
besides the best football tactics from the 
coach, Notre Dame graduate and 
gentleman well athlete. This sort 
situation, grant, not always possi- 
ble, but believe should utilize every 
opportunity for separate situations during 
school hours. 


Difference Interests 
For facility and freedom even the 
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pursuit the ordinary curriculum, sepa- 
rate classes also have advantage. Here, 
perhaps, the burden the benefit may 
the masculine side. contend that 
boys are least two years slower ma- 
turing than girls, may this fact not ac- 
count, some extent, for their apparent 
lethargy and inability keep with the 
class some school subjects? ninth- 
grade boys one day interrupted the English 
class remark that long last, 
group, they had come into their own. 

“Some have never had chance 
take part classwork. like this.” 

The reason they gave was the complete 
domination class discussions the 
“smart” girls, who knew all the answers 
and couldn’t wait for mere male arrive 
his own conclusions, which would prob- 
ably wrong anyway, his own de- 
liberate pace. Consequently, these boys 
had been accustomed sit out the class 
period without even attempting follow 
the trend the discussion. Now, however, 
they were definitely their own. They 
were forced their own thinking, and 
carry their own discussions. Given 
chance and some forbearance, they 
proved their own satisfaction that they 
could have wide-awake classes and solve 
the problems which they themselves had 
proposed. 

The literature class, the way, seems 
the most advantageous, with the 
exception the religion class, for bringing 
out values and setting forth ideals. But 
boys and girls are not always interested 
the same extent the same type 
literature. Consider, for instance, that mar- 
velous piece piratical fiction entitled 
“Treasure Island.” The lads smacked their 
lips and lingered hungrily over its brutal 
and bloody pages, while the girls, their 
own group, squealed consternation every 
time another villain fell into gory pool 
his own blood. The smacking and the 
squealing might have been somewhat more 
controlled mixed group, through fear 
what the other side the room might 
think and say about us. But their own 
group, the lads lingered long over what 
was, some them, the first bit liter- 
ature they had ever enjoyed. Parentheti- 
cally, some retarded children learned 
read when given something their taste. 
The girls, the other hand, made short 
work Stevenson’s juvenile masterpiece 
and sailed merrily along “The Lady 
Shallott” and other items more their 
liking. Surprisingly enough, when the boys 
finally arrived the reading and discus- 
sion romantic poetry, they expressed 
ideals and understandings which they un- 
doubtedly would have been reluctant 
admit before their feminine admirers. 
short, quite certain that this separa- 
tion according sex was ideal situa- 
tion, lending itself much greater ease 
presentation subject matter and pupil 
participation than would otherwise have 
been possible. this point, heartily 
agree with Dr. Shields, who remarks: 
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seems evident that even 
such branches literature, geography, 
chemistry, and biology, which should form 
part the education both boys and 
girls, the point departure and the source 
interest are far different for the two 
sexes, and hence they can taught more 
effectively each sex 


Separate instruction is, believe, gain- 
ing constantly popularity, even 
purely academic grounds. fact, ap- 
parently taken for granted, the article 
discussing the advisability considering 
sex differences test results. 


The literature sex differences learn- 
ing has long demonstrated that boys and 
girls acquire knowledge and skills selec- 
tively. One need not attribute these differ- 
ences biological predispositions, since 
our culture provides differential experiences 
the two sexes, and consequently differ- 
ential opportunity and motivation for learn- 
ing specific 


One further advantage the system 
part-time segregation the sexes within 
coeducational setup might considered. 
After the pupils have been separated for 
least some the morning classes, 
seems really refreshing them mingle 
the freer social atmosphere the noon 
recreation period, or, the close the 
afternoon session, meet the infor- 
mality the after-school relaxation. 
these young people proceed through high 
school, they will certainly have plenty 
opportunities for mingling, and some sepa- 
ration will, convinced, conducive 
greater freedom classroom situations 
and open discussion than would otherwise 
possible. 
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Confraternity Camp for 
Deaf Children 


Rev. John Ryan* 


THE field special education, the total 

education deaf children gains more and 
more prominence. Specialists the field have 
worked make communication between deaf 
and hearing people normal possible. The 
development language composed con- 
ventional signs and manual alphabet was 
the first step toward solving the problem 
communication. 

More recently, outstanding progress has 
been made the field speech whereby 
totally deaf children are taught lip read 
and speak. This program training begins 
three four years age and continues 
long the child school, thus helping 
handicapped child adjust himself nor- 
living. The achievement this objective 
not easily attained, nor success always 
accomplished. 

During the month July the Confraternity 
Christian Doctrine Detroit sponsored 
vacation school camp for Catholic deaf chil- 
dren the Archdiocese. Forty boys and forty 
girls each enjoyed two weeks 
Boysville, Macon. These youngsters ranged 
from years age. All were stu- 
dents Detroit and near-by communities, 
attending the public day schools for the deaf. 


Day the Camp 


Each day began a.m. with community 
prayers the chapel. These were 
read from charts said from memory. 
Prayers were followed holy Mass, which 
the children used Mass books. Daily Com- 
munion was the privilege those who had 
received their first Holy Communion. 

Before and after each meal the children 
recited together the grace prayers. These were 
read from charts displayed eye level the 
dining room. 

Religious instruction was given for three 
hours each day. The subject matter the 
classes was the Creed, the Commandments, 
the sacraments, and the Mass. Each class con- 
sisted not more than ten children, grouped 
according school age and previous religious 
instruction. 


Teaching Religion 
Each lesson was first presented orally the 
teacher. Pictures, simple charts, and vocabu- 
lary written the board phonetically made 
this first step practical. Each presentation was 
followed oral quiz. The third step was 
additional reading for beginners, from very

from simple textbooks. After each section 
reading was completed, the children told 
their own words what they had read always 
complete sentences. the completion 
each lesson, test was competition 
test the board mimeographed sheets, 
matching set with printed cards. 

One half hour each day was devoted 
study the Mass. Each child his 
hands illustrated Mass book, either 
First Gift Jesus, Gift Jesus. 
After simple explanation 
lesson the meaning the Mass, the chil- 
dren learned how follow the Mass their 
Mass books. Slides the Mass were projected 
screen and the child was taught cor- 
relate his Mass book with the projected action 
the priest the altar develop gradu- 
ally more attentive assistance Mass— 
which for the deaf does not mean much unless 
carefully and intelligently explained. 

The children assisted Benediction once 
twice week, reciting the Divine Praises 
after the priest, who pronounced the words 
held flash card his hand with the 
words each prayer printed out. 

Crafts played part the days’ routine. 
The older children each made rosary anda 
leather case which carry it. The younger 
children did spatter painting and small proj- 
ects with religious pictures. The older boys 
made plastic napkin rings, book ends, and 
small window shelves; the older girls were 
taught sewing. 

Fourteen children learned swim the 
beautiful spring-fed pool, under the direction 
three competent instructors, swimming for 
two three hours day. Volleyball, softball, 
and boxing rounded out recreational pro- 
gram, under direction. 

And when evening came the children gath- 
ered watch television enjoy “talkies” 
the funny variety. 

Each day closed with visit our Divine 
Lord the Blessed Sacrament, with the op- 
portunity for confession, not written out, but 
spoken, well-lighted sacristy. 

Bedside night prayers the dormitories 
closed day replete with fun, but devoted 
only one religious instruction 
the Catholic deaf children the methods 
their everyday school instruction. 

The vacation school camp, taught three 
Mission Helpers the Sacred Heart and 
three major seminarians, was experiment 
that will become fixed part the religious 
educational program “all the Catholic 
children the Archdiocese Detroit.”

Monsignor Ryan, speaking em- 
ployee participation industry, declares 
that employers have deprived themselves 
the benefits which they might have ob- 
tained through employee assistance and 
co-operation. quotes Dr. Royal Meeker, 
for many years Commissioner the United 
States Bureau Labor Statistics, this 
point: 

that the management, even scientific

said group teachers, professionally 
trained, and, our Catholic schools, 
dedicated teaching life apostolate. 
One principal who put into practice the 
techniques teacher participation over 
long period years, said: 

The way get the most out the abilities 
administrating the school. Each one acquires 
sense responsibility and willing 
throw all her resources into work that she 
herself helped plan, order assure its 
success. 

Another Sister who for number years 
worked under democratic administration 
and now principal herself attempting 
put such techniques into practice wrote: 
When administration co-operative, all

The following statements are quoted 
from the comments principals who, 
whether not they had tried democratic 
administration, were the opinion that 
teachers should have something say 
formulating school policies: 

The teachers will able more 
cient work their opinions are considered 
solving problems and making final decisions.

teachers are permitted help making 
decisions, there will full co-operation 
carrying out these decisions. 


Teachers have classroom situations con- 
tend with and they work with greater interest 
when they can have their problems settled 
that way. 

Where there mutual discussion, co-opera- 
tion, and understanding among the teachers 
and principal, surer attainment success 
assured. All should have voice plan- 


makes for stronger faculty. creates 
better feeling. makes the decisions come 
from more than one mind judgment. 

cannot fail note the repetition 
here the same elements: co-operation, 
better spirit, greater sense respon- 
sibility, more efficient work. These are the 
things the principals are assured they can 
attain allowing the teachers partici- 
Father Kirsch says, employs the two es- 
sential elements executive success: cen- 
tralization and distribution authority. 
Power must first concentrated some- 
one with responsibility, and then dis- 
seminated that every humblest worker 
shall have some it, and, consequence, 
will work with sense freedom, 
initiative, and personal loyalty.’

not only administratively that the 
principal gains these techniques. 
administration such this demands 
leadership exalted type, leadership 
whose greatest reward comes from the en- 
largement self. For leadership requires 
constant thoughtfulness others and 
therein the true leader finds his greatest 
recompense. one teacher her ques- 
tionnaire reply aptly put it, demo- 
cratic principal must Christlike.” 

Not only the principal reaps fruits such 
these. Through all the reactions ex- 
pressed the teachers who have co- 
operated administration, there con- 
stant recurrence this theme, personal 
growth, professionally and spiritually: 

Personally, enjoyed the years under group 
decision the most teaching years. 
was this active participation which made 
grow the realization teacher’s power 
and responsibility. One really belonged; took 
sincere pride all that the school did, made 
the good the norm all actions; 
and though not conscious many 
words, daily strove produce the “true 
Christian,” the final product Christian edu- 
cation described Pope Pius XI.

Since have worked under the co-opera- 
tive system, whole philosophy teach- 
ing has been revised. Really guess didn’t 
know what was all about until came here. 
Teaching was sort lesson-hearing 
chance instruct and mold; chance 
know each child individually and try help 
him where needed most. think picked 
most that the first year sat wide- 
eyed and open-mouthed listening teachers 
who Saturdays and Sundays really talked 
professionally, exchanged ideas, and asked each 
other for criticism. was entirely new 
experience for me. School talk that 
time had consisted largely complaining 
about Jack and Jim. 


Any teacher will put more her heart 
and herself into the work she made 
feel that she not only hired but able 
make herself part the institution in- 
corporating her ideas. Even these ideas are 
not always accepted the opportunity ex- 
press them appreciated. Young teachers 
develop feeling security and self-con- 
fidence soon they realize that their 
contributions are some value. Older teachers 
still feel wanted. 
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believe that became more Christlike 
during that administration than during any 
other period life. all did. know 
teachers who nature were selfish and in- 
different toward others. During that co-opera- 
tive administration, these teachers would 
all out the interests the common good 
and willing sacrifice themselves for the 
success undertaking had planned 
together. And did consciously for the 
greater glory God. 

But was more than personal growth 
alone that most these teachers recog- 
inized results such co-operation. 
They saw the advantages brought the 
administration whole: 

think the greatest benefit the co-opera- 
tive type administration was the bond 
unity and loyalty engendered. far 
unity goes, there were not many class- 
rooms; there was one school. The smallest 
duties were arranged that one always felt 
free going ahead. Things were not one way 
one day and another the next. Arranging 
things down the smallest details can be- 
come quite maddening, but not when those 
things are talked over together. The fact that 
all were doing the same thing gave sort 
individual freedom dealing with all the 
children; one felt interest each. 

* * 

Knowing all the school’s 
one accept and fulfill difficult orders more 
graciously. Ingenuity and better methods are 
developed; mutual understanding and co- 
operation are cultivated; interest less likely 
wane and the best each teacher comes 
the fore. One works for the good the 
whole school rather than for the success 
personal enterprises because the status the 
school not only the principal’s concern but 
one’s own, too. Besides, who would want 
betray trust refuse take interest 
common affair? 

Teachers who have experienced partici- 
pation administration are optimistic 
about its possibilities. They have illu- 
sions, however, the difficulties the 
way and what requires the part 
both teachers and principal. This 
evident from quotations such the fol- 
lowing: 

firmly convinced that this type 
administration very possible and very profit- 
able. But, think our teachers would need 
some sort re-education before they would 
ready and willing compromise and ac- 
cept new method which they have never 
experienced. This especially with older teach- 
ers and those that are definitely set their 
ways and quite satisfied move and act 
their own “little unless very strong 
and capable leader would take hold the 
reins. 

possible where teachers are willing 
sacrifice self for the common good; where 
there family spirit; and the principal 
controls that for the most part. She must 
Christlike her democracy! 
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the principal has faculty that 
grumbles every time meeting held, 
bored death, makes the principal feel 
that the teacher doing big favor at- 
tending the meeting, refuses contribute 
ideas, constructive criticism wholehearted 
support, will very difficult, not im- 
possible maintain co-operative administra- 
tion. again, the individual members 
refuse work harmoniously are selfishly 
persistent maintaining their own viewpoints, 
the project will doomed failure. How- 
ever, both principal and faculty have the 
correct attitude and are zealously devoted 


the cause education without thought 


personal aggrandizement, co-operative admin- 
istration can wonderful adventure and 
happy experience for all concerned. has 
been done!

Professional Growth 


all their replies the 


the teachers stressed particularly growth 
the part the staff. There was deeper 
feeling belongingness and satisfaction 
their work, greater loyalty, increase 
self-confidence, and growth pro- 
fessional spirit. All them mentioned 
more sympathetic understanding each 
other’s problems, mutual confidence and 
respect, and improved relationships among 
pupils, staff, and community. Most them 
felt there was increase creativeness 
and initiative the part the entire 
staff. 

The teachers who have experienced these 
results with democratic co-operation feel 
continued need for them. One Sister 
said, shall never again satisfied with 
another type administration.” The 
reason for this found the per- 
sonal development that found here. 
Learning not mere process passive 
assimilation; self-development, self- 
Teachers, having once experienced the 
satisfaction which comes from real learn- 
ing, can hardly content with admin- 
istration that fails provide for it. 

Growth love for the apostolate 
school administration was emphasized 
all the teachers responding. One Sister 
commented: 

Under this type administration those 
who have had the misfortune fall into 
rut cannot help but carried along the 
zeal the others. 


School Spirit

The school described 
Chapter Four gave proof this, 
have seen, its student organizations.

The social spirit engendered 
operative methods school must event- 
ually felt the surrounding com- 
munity. Father Gerald Walsh says: 

Contemporary Catholic educators must help 
provide our world with scholars, citizens, and 
saints still better, with citizens who 
are both scholars and saints. What lack 
individual genius can make the 
example collective Catholic charity. Let 
said today not merely that love 
one another, but that love our neighbor- 
hood, our nation, and the

co-operation can hope radiate this love 
those they reach their ministrations 
their home, their school, and their 
community. 


Conclusions 


The objective Christian education 
exalted one: the perfection charity 
the person and society. exalted 
aim requires proportionate means.

Better Teachers 


The most influential factor school 
education the teacher. more perfect 
society will the result better teachers. 
important, therefore, for administra- 
tors look first the conditions that 
make for more perfect living among them. 

The present research has revealed pat- 
ticularly two things about the Catholic 
teacher. First, teachers who have had ex- 
perience with co-operative administration

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recognize that teacher participation 
opportunity for fuller Christian living; 
and secondly, many Catholic teachers are 
ready and eager give more themselves 
way co-operation. 

Not single teacher who knew experi- 
mentally what group decision meant ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with its results. 
the contrary, the enthusiasm was remark- 
able. The benefits attributed such 
participation uniform 
throughout, all permeated with the same 
note, charity: more charity among them- 
selves, more charity toward the admin- 
istration, more charity toward the students, 
more charity toward society general. 
But charity needs expert. leads 
naturally, therefore, another effect: 
open-minded learning, the desire know, 
become more efficient, all because, 
charity Christ presseth us.” There 
wistful longing the expressed desires 
most teachers who have not become 
out-and-out individualists; compelling 
urge work with others, creative 
with others, co-operate common 
apostolate. 


Theory and Practice 

This research has likewise revealed two 
things about Catholic school administra- 
tors.

few comments offered principals 
give some insight into the reasons for 
this.

One principal said, “The teachers are 
more satisfied when the principal makes 
the decision herself.” Comments the 
questionnaire indicate that teachers are 
more satisfied with decision made the 
principal herself than with one made 
the “power behind the throne.” But they 
also indicate that teachers are most satis- 
fied when the decision the result intel- 
ligent group thinking. 

Another said, “The religious have vow 
obedience; they should abide the 
decision the superior.” When the super- 
ior makes his decisions himself, will 
undoubtedly receive the obedience all 
his good religious. But prefers 
make his decisions co-operatively, will 
likewise receive obedience: and what 
better obedience can have than the 
reasoned co-operation rational crea- 
tures?

One principal asserted, “Teachers are 
not ready undertake job for which the 
administrator been specifically 
trained.” our Catholic schools, where 
teachers are often drafted short notice 
fill administrative positions, behooves 
them trained for this task. One 
the most effective means for accomplishing 
this training, better even than formal 
courses administration, the experience 
acquired through gradual participation 
under the guidance skillful principal.

Another objected, “The administrator 
losing some his authority.” Accord- 
ing St. Thomas, authority its very 
nature exists for the sake those over 
whom set, and not for its own sake. 
Teachers working under co-operative ad- 
ministration recognize that authority 
being exercised way that redounds 
their common good, and are quick ap- 
preciate this fact and uphold authority. 
Furthermore, superior type leadership 
pool their knowledge and experience, 
think reflectively, and agree con- 
structive plan action that required 
give and enforce orders. The leader who 
sure his position does not need 
demonstrate his authority. 

One more objection was raised: “The 
administrators must make the decisions be- 
cause theirs the responsibility.” care- 
ful analysis group decision techniques 
reveals the fact that the decision reached 
usually consensus opinion, that is, the 
decision all the staff, including the prin- 


cipal. precisely because his re- 
sponsibility that the administrator, ac- 
cordance with the dictates prudence, 
seeks learn from others. What better 
method learning there than thought- 
ful, informed discussion with those who are 
position help and are impelled 
thereto asense shared responsibility?

Perhaps the greatest need revealed 
this study for some thoughtful consider- 
ation these points administrators. 
Not single principal who was reached 
for comment agreed with the statement 
that administrators should decide school 
policies without consulting their teachers, 
and yet that procedure ranks high among 
the methods actually used. This raises the 
question, many Catholic administrators 
have philosophy administration all, 
and those who have, build theirs along 
the lines truly Christian philosophy 
education and life?

latter that educators can hope nurture 
the perfect Christian, product Christian 
education.

Many Catholic schools have well-planned 
guidance programs lesser greater 
degree which the techniques guidance 
under its various aspects are applied. 
Whether not these techniques are over- 
emphasized debatable question. Much 
depends upon the philosophy the school 
involved. 

The objectives Catholic education 
make ideal basis for guidance program 
for they coincide with the philosophy 
guidance. what extent are they carried 
out our schools, our guidance pro- 
grams? 

most instances the home room teacher 
has assume large part the guidance 
responsibility, and home room teachers are 
conscious their responsibilities. They 
want their students lead richer and 
fuller life for they are aware that educa- 
tion that worthy the name means 
“more abundant More abundant life 
for the mind, more abundant life for the 
soul, and more abundant life for the body. 


Emphasis Charity 


Just teachers feel the need norm 
their testing programs, they feel 
the need norm their guidance pro- 
grams which involve such tremendous re- 
sponsibilities. St. Paul’s sublime eulogy 
charity: Cor. one the best 
norms help evaluate one’s work and 
efforts, and would good thing 
keep this mind and refer often. 
Not that charity, even its broadest sense, 
will supply the factual knowledge such 
things physiology and psychology that 
are needed the preparation for good stu- 
dent counseling, for these certainly have 
their places moral guidance com- 
mon sense and sound piety. the other 
hand, say that one two these 
qualities all that necessary only 
half-truth. They are essential, but for the 
effective functioning these principles St. 
Paul tells that charity the basic 
element. 

St. Paul says: “If speak with tongues 
men and angels, and have not charity, 
ling cymbal.” The word charity here im- 
plies every phase its meaning, principally 
love, love God and love neighbor. 
One must love the student with Christ- 
like love, and show that student the sympa- 
thetic understanding that Christ would 
demonstrate. turn the student will love 
the teacher, because such teacher cannot 
help but radiate Christ and thus win the 
confidences her charges. 

“And should have prophecy and 
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should know all mysteries and all knowl- 
edge, and should have all faith, that 
could remove mountains, and have not 
charity, nothing.” These are powerful 
words. They may answer the question why 
some teachers who are well equipped with 
techniques guidance not make such 
good counselors some those who 
are less prepared for the task. Efficiency 
without the human interest element does 
not touch souls. like the efficient 
financiers who make the books balance per- 
fectly and profitably exacting every 
minute payment irrespective the cir- 
cumstances, reverses, and financial status 
debtors involved. One wonders some- 
times how their books will balance for 
eternity. The founders religious insti- 
tutes had many deficits material gains, 
because, ‘perhaps, their inefficiency 
techniques, but great gains human souls 
because their charity which often ap- 
peared reach the point absurdity. 
Yet, they left substantial establishments 
for their followers, say nothing about the 
far-reaching influence they had upon im- 
mortal souls. They had yardstick 
which they measured out their charity be- 
cause some individuals imposed upon their 
generosity occasionally. “We cannot 
taken advantage of” times defense 
argument for avarice the acquisition 
material gains, and thus become 
sounding brass tinkling cymbal.” 
“And should distribute all goods 
feed the poor, and should deliver 
body burned, and have not charity, 
profiteth nothing.” According 
these words not how much one gives 
but how one gives. thrust our coin 
the wayfarer repellent manner 
did the young knight Lowell’s 
Sir Launfal,” only have that assistance 
scornfully rejected, and thus profit 
nothing? There are not many who this 
but not well ask ourselves once 
while are entirely guiltless, which

Charity Patient 
“Charity patient kind: charity en- 
vieth not, dealeth not perversely, and 
not puffed up.” takes patience and lots 
good counselor. Today the big- 
gest problem have with youngsters 
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that they lack security. Home becoming 
way station; place you just through. 
The teacher cannot much about this, 
but she can exercise patience trying 
understand the child. Insecurity Amer- 
ican life due divorce and other evils 
resulting from the fact that people expect 
their emotions carry them through, but 
they will not. takes principle carry 
them through life, and what patience 
the part teacher needed in- 
still these principles. takes sympathetic 
vunderstanding forge that bond that will 
hold the youngster close teacher-pupil 
relation. This why St. Paul says “Charity 
kind. Charity envieth not.” another 
teacher more popular counselor 
there should envy, and good coun- 
selors will never show resentment their 
consultants wish seek guidance from 
someone else. this manner would 
well keep mind the liberty that the 
Church extends the faithful regarding 
the choice confessors. Feelings supe- 
riority jealousy even among those 
working for God are human, but the de- 
liberate yielding them and 
them criticism petty and can great 
harm God’s cause. 


“Puffed-up” Schools

their high standards, their numerous 
affiliations, and too often the remark 
heard, “We make our entrance require- 
ments especially difficult get only 
the cream the crop.” During the last 
war the army and navy used this method 
its selection officers, and still does, 
prevent the possibility too many com- 
missioned men their ranks. Can 
afford use the same tactics? can 
ever help too many souls? The elimination 
students because poor academic rat- 
ing, will, continues increase with 
the leaps and bounds increasing, 
fatal Catholic education. How often 
happens that graduates with “C” averages 
make better workers for the -parish, and 
are more successful life than are those 
with high Sometimes those from the 
intelligentsia groups not have the sta- 
bility and the power adjustment life 
that the slow, plodding groups have, be- 
cause the psychological background their 
lives has not afforded them much security. 
must train for leadership, that true, 
because the world today needs good Cath- 
olic leaders more than ever did before; 
but also important that train good 
followers, for there great need them 
well. 


The “Least Brethren” 


Charity “is not ambitious, seeketh not 
her own, not provoked anger, thinketh 
evil.” 

Most those who are assigned guid- 
ance work find that many who need their 
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help most are not naturally attractive. 
The popular, aggressive type not afraid 
ask for help, but the timid, backward, 
sensitive ones may need more. The guide 
needs see all these with the eyes 
Christ. These are Christ’s brethren,” 
who were redeemed His precious blood.

Diabetic Child 


the excitement the practice game 
noticed nothing unusual about him- 
self, but when got settled the class- 
room began feel very queer shaky 
and nervous and dripping with perspiration. 
Before realized what was happening 
everything blacked out and slumped 
down over his desk, unconscious. Donald 
had been your classroom would you have 
guessed what was wrong known what 
for him? 

you probably know, insulin 
substance secreted small groups cells 
the pancreas. From these cells makes 
its way into the blood stream. 
adequate amount present, carbohydrates 
are used properly the body, but 
insufficient amount present they are not 
completely burned and sugar piles 
the blood. This the condition existing 
diabetes, help the body along 
giving injections insulin before meals. 
The amount given varies with the amount 
food taken, and for any reason 
the anticipated amount not eaten, the 
insulin wanders around the blood, caus- 
ing unpleasant symptoms such sweat- 
ing, nervous twitching inco-ordination 
muscles, and finally unconsciousness. 

Severe insulin poisoning leads shock 
and death untreated. The treatment 
comparatively simple. consists giving 
sugar some form other once. 
you know you have diabetic your 
class, keep supply sugar cubes 
some easily dissolved form candy always 
hand. Jelly, too, easily given. 

your diabetic child seems nervous, 
perspires freely, unable talk 
walk properly, don’t hesitate. Give him 
sugar once, don’t wait until becomes 
unconscious. However, you not notice 
the preliminary signs and unconsciousness 
occurs, try putting dissolved sugar 
jelly into the mouth may possible 
for the child swallow. swallowing 
occurs, keep giving small amounts 
until consciousness regained. Then give 
larger amounts and, lunchroom near 
send for some milk and crackers.

Even though the colleges have 
not been subjected the same scrutiny 
the other levels education, they know the 
path ahead not going become easier. 
This workshop was inaugurated give the 
Catholic women’s college chance review 
its position and plan for the future. 

The areas explored involved trends gen- 
eral education, the place vocational training 
liberal arts college, teacher evaluation, 
the training the college teacher, public re- 
lations, and nursing education. ambitious 
program certainly but educators present were 
capable facing each problem and giving 
reasonable solution based learning and 
experience. During the crowded schedule, 
Colorado’s cool weather helped keep heads 
clear outdoor meetings held the moun- 
tain view campus. There were representatives 
from universities, Catholic women’s col- 
leges, nursing schools, and secondary 
schools. 

Dr. Ruth Eckert, professor higher 
education Minnesota University, lent the 
weight her experience “Development 
College Objectives,” “Current Trends Gen-

Incidentally, when the Sisters arrived 
the college for the 1948 Workshop, many 
thought they had come just another work- 
shop. fact some had brought their knit- 
ting. Before the opening session was over 
they found that their perspective the ob- 
jectives and the ways and means attain 
them was going more sharply focused.

The problems they had mulled over 
for year were again analyzed and rever- 
berated against the wlls the freshly painted 
library, and, under the chairmanship Dr.

Sister Mary Digna, O.S.B., from St. Scho- 
lastica College brought portfolio guid- 
ance material; Sister Marie Therese, R.S.M., 
reported the social science general educa- 
tion courses which St. Xavier College 
Chicago has pioneered for more than ten 
years; three deans, representing cross sec- 
tion the country Sister Barbara, S.N.D., 
from California; Sister Rose Maureen, S.L., 
from Missouri; and Sister Olivia, from 
Washington, C.—gave evidence how 
Catholic colleges were meeting their stated 


objectives. Sister Marguerite 
B.V.M., from Mundelein Chicago 
cussed organizational pattern for general 
education courses the sciences. out- 
standing Catholic lay leader, Mrs. Albert 
Spillman, president, Brooklyn Council 
Catholic Women, presented the responsibility 
the college trained Catholic woman 
shouldering civic duties. Rev. William Fa- 
herty, S.J., author Feminism and the 
Popes, discussed the “Vocational Training and 
Destiny the Catholic Women’s College 
Graduate the Light the Holy 
Letters and Speeches.” 

Seminars under the general chairmanship 
Miss Irene Murchison, former director 
nursing education and license for the state 
Colorado, explored three specific areas: 
the organization collegiate program 
which several religious communities centralize 
their facilities, the integration the biological 
sciences into the curriculum, and the integra- 
tion the social and health concepts into 
the curriculum.

There are many pros and cons for student 
journalism. Less than years ago the first 
National School Press Association had its be- 
ginning. Possibly cocurricular activity has 
had such phenomenal development that 
the school paper. According statistics, 
per cent our high schools now have school 
publications. There are many reasons for this 
sensational development. Students have the 
urge express themselves the printed 
page. They want learn about the things 
that keep people going, that keep the world 
interesting, namely, news, activity, sentiment, 
opinions, etc. 

active school publication dynamic 
force affecting both students and faculty. The 
National Council Teachers English 
insistent the functional approach the 
teaching grammar and its usage empha- 
sized curricular reorganization. The school 
paper can utilized valuable tool for 
functional teaching. 

One may ask, does school publica- 
‘tion accomplish, for student, besides en- 
abling him speak his mind?” answer, 
“What more important English, than 
teaching student able express him- 
self, speak his mind?” But also true 
that student journalist acquires habits 
clear speech and concise written expression. 
learns acquire critical attitude toward 
news, and ability evaluate the worth 
publications through wise and intelligent read- 
ing newspapers and periodicals. 

High school journalism gives the student 
interest that alive and real, one which 
students are able see themselves grow. 
one student expressed it, “It lot work, 
but one has heap fun doing it.” Only 
those who have sponsored school paper 
know the untold amount work connected 
with student publication. matter how 
well, school publication must have the un- 
limited co-operation both the staff and the 
faculty. Have you heard that once staff 
chosen, the paper runs itself? This far from 
being true. Each new deadline brings more 
complications, more problems, which can 
never fully foreseen, matter how 
cient the staff may be. One may sweat blood 
meet the deadline, finance the issue, and 
keep interest the working point. takes 
courage take “on the chin” when the

Putting out paper not all fun. There 
problem, difficult for some, learning how 
control the use words that they may 
molded into exact expression the 
writer’s thoughts. Big stories break occa- 
sionally, but the majority stories are 
routine and commonplace. Hours laborious 
checking names and facts, writing and 
rewriting, are essential produce good 
newspaper. Yet, willing face the hard- 
ships; throw your best into the work, deter- 
mined always little more than asked 
you and rewards will come. Students will

How valuable are the poise, the tact, the 
self-confidence business and social relations, 
the skill collecting and condensing news, the 
organizing material from all sources infor- 
mation, and the discovery the development 
interest creative, functional composition 
that acquired being active member 
the staff. Editorials, columns, and news 
features bring social and political problems 
the floor. Give students the opportunity 
express themselves through the school paper 
and they will so. Let the faculty adviser 
advise, the student will the work, prop- 
erly directed. Our youth are capable great 
things give them the opportunity. The 
high school newspaper many ways 
miniature its big brother, the daily news- 
paper. The same objectives and standards 
should followed each. the purpose 
the school paper enlighten and entertain 
the students for them just what the 
daily paper does for the citizens its com- 
munity. The humor columns, the “dope” col- 
umns, and the features the school paper 
serve bring out originality; and draw 
students closer together because they have 
laughed together. 

Those who really want make journalism 
career have right the opportunity 
show what they can while still high 
school. Fellow students are the world’s most 
severe critics, and striving journalists can 
hold under them, they will doubtless make 
the grade far newspaper writing, any 


other kind journalistic work, concerned. 

The school paper brings average students 
the knowledge the resources his school 
and its needs. The school paper educates 
the fathers and mothers the community 
informing them the school system and 
its operation. Look upon the school 
community served the school paper. Espe- 
cially large schools does the school paper 
weld the students closer together fact 
one the most valuable agencies that 
have bring about unity spirit. 

How? The paper functions best well- 
developed policy: 


stimulate pride school build- 
ings and grounds and willingness 
the part students keep them clean. 

co-operation the part students with 
teachers all times. 

commend good scholarship 
the part leading students such 
way stimulate others imitate 
these students. 

arouse student interest proj- 
ects that are for the benefit the 
school, such school plays, dances, 
clubs, etc. 

emphasize the work various 
departments within the school and thus 
encourage pride the part stu- 
dents their work. 

acquaint the students with the 
activities their school that they 
will better citizens that school 
community. 


strong weapon the properly directed 
school paper against many harmful influences 
that make their way into the student body. 
What school has not had fight cheating, 
lying, stealing, discourtesy, poor sportman- 
ship, traits spread like 
fungus growth; why not counteract their 
harm through the influence your school 
paper? 

Finally, contrary the experience many, 
school paper can not only made pay 
for itself, but even bring modest profit 
through well-canvassed circulation and 
program. 

These are the things which student journal- 
ism can and has accomplished countless 
schools all over the country. Encourage 
school journalism all times, and give every 
opportunity, every means possible the stu- 
dents for this valuable work that time 
they will become better citizens, better Chris- 
tians.

The season Advent reminds the reli- 
gious teacher her role precursor 
preparing the minds and hearts her charges 
for the great feast Christmas. Advent 
particularly time for the teacher let 
her light shine brighter order combat 
the wily influence the commercial world 
with its alluring Christmas 
displays. The Advent wreath ceremony pro- 
vides adequate means instilling the 
minds children the realization the 
immortal drama the Redemption. 
must instruct children live the Church 
year with Christ. Through active participation 
this Advent ceremony children can more 
readily grasp the significance the place 
Advent the Liturgical Cycle. The lighted 
candles symbolizing the “Light cometh into 
the world” and the use four them 
representing the four thousand years before 
Christ’s birth help them better visualize 
the seemingly unending period the Jews’ 
desolation and their intense longing for the 
coming Redeemer. The ribbon liturgical 
purple reminder the penitential spirit 
this holy season. The practice lighting

candles beginning with the youngest child and 
ending with the oldest one clarifies the idea 
the “fullness time.” The statue the 
Blessed Virgin placed front the wreath 
establishes Mary’s prominence the liturgy. 
These explanations serve proper moti- 
vation for the words the Advent hymns 
and Advent Collects. 

More active interest the ceremony can 
aroused children are permitted make 
the necessary preparations. Our sixth graders 
gathered sprigs evergreen boughs and pine 
cones which fastened wire frame. 
made the wreath sufficiently large that 
could attach the four candles convenient 
spacings. then tied the small brass candle- 
holders the frame. Ink bottles may used 
place the brass holders. Between the 
two bottom candles tied bow purple 
ribbon. The statue the Blessed Virgin was 
placed front the wreath. Advent wreaths 
may also suspended from the ceiling 
from light fixture. 

The Advent wreath ceremony very sim- 
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ple one yet inspiring its simplicity. the 
beginning Advent the wreath blessed 
the priest with these words: 


Let Pray 


God, whose word all things are sancti- 
fied, pour forth Thy blessings upon this 
wreath, and grant that who use may 
prepare our hearts for the coming Christ 
and may receive from Thee abundant graces 
through Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The blessing followed the reading 
the Collect the first week Advent, the 
lighting the first candle the youngest 
child, and desired, the singing Advent 
hymns. opened and closed the ceremony 
each day with the singing the usual Advent 
hymns. The day’s religion period was chosen 
the time for the ceremony. mentioned 
before, the lighting the candles begins with 
the youngest child and ends with the oldest 
one. During the first week the same Collect 
read and one candle lighted. The entire 
group may read the Collect one child may 
selected read it. Two candles are lighted 
during the second week and the Collect for 
the second week Advent read. This cere- 
mony repeated like manner for the third 
week and until school closes for Christmas 
vacation during the fourth week. 

There doubt about the spiritual en- 
richment and enlightenment the child receives 
from the active participation this simple 
liturgical ceremony.

done remedy the matter. Eight elemen- 
tary school teachers have striven for eight 
years longer all probability make such 
students literate, and frequently was with 
considerable misgiving that their latest teacher 
had seen them move into high school. The 
label “nonscholastic student” which appear- 
ing with increasing frequency educational 
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which discusses the case this 
group freshmen particular conso- 
lation the teacher freshman English who 
must deal with real persons not with 
hypothetical category. The margin, too, be- 
tween certain scholastic and nonscholastic 
disappear. for teachers who are facing 
these very real difficulties that this experience 
has been recorded the hope that mutual 
courage and concrete suggestions that are 
adaptable their particular situation may 
result. 


The Procedure 


Alan and Bernard the close their first 
semester English had fallen below the 
per cent grade required this state for pass- 
ing; Carl and Dan had also failed their 
first semester English and failed the second 
well, while Edward who had passed the 
close the first semester, slumped well below 
the required grade during the second semes- 
ter. The opportunity was offered these five 
lads retrieve their losses the summer 
session which the local requirements were 
observed: one and one half hours five days 
each week for each course. The first se- 
mester course was scheduled for 8:45 until 
10:30 and the second semester course for 
10:30 until noon. 

Since customary alternate six weeks 
language with six weeks literature the 
regular school year, three weeks were devoted 
each the summer session. Classes met 
good weather out doors shady cor- 
ner the secluded convent garden; com- 
fortable chairs were ranged about long table 
the correct height, and tablet chairs were 
utilized only during tests examinations 
when the various members the class seemed 
take delight isolating themselves the 
furthest possible corners away from all pos- 
sible distraction from their mates. Several 
times the group was silent that mother 
robin brought her greedy offspring and fed 
him almost within touching distance; in- 
quisitive squirrel often came investigate 
the situation and remained watch long 
after the boys had turned back their books 
after silent glance these interesting little 
creatures. 

Matter from current periodicals was sub- 
stituted for the textbook material which had 
been covered unsatisfactorily; this was done 
because was felt bad psychologically 
return the materials which had been 
used the earlier failure situation. Near the 
end the course test matter based the 
two important classics which had been studied 
great literature during the year was ad- 
ministered with good result; texts were 
brought out clarify difficulties and point 
items that had been forgotten. alter- 
language text was used which stressed 
community life; visit the local chamber 
commerce for excellent talk, the 
Secretary, the local community and 
survey that had been made, emphasized 
this; further, connection with chapter 
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the text the library, visit was made 
the public library where the group was fasci- 
nated informal and lively talk given 
member the staff, who led the group 
tour through the stacks and various de- 
partments the library not ordinarily open 
the public. 

was fairly easy provide the group with 
the necessary five copies The Catholic 
Digest which contained the selections 
studied, and five copies The Labor Leader 
were also used amplify unit the ACTU 
and Catholic labor leadership. Since all 
these boys come from homes working 
people and probably will take their place 
the ranks shortly, seemed important uti- 
lize this convenient opportunity for helping 
them think along right lines. 


Natural Motivation 


There was little difficulty about at- 
tendance; fact there were only three ab- 
sences: one lad had make appearance 
court for firing off explosives before Inde- 
pendence Day, and the same individual was 
obliged absent trace down some 
trouble with his motor bike which was es- 
sential his part-time (afternoon) job; the 
third absence was due the necessity 
keeping dental appointment which had been 
made before summer work began. 

was discovered early that the attention 
span the members the group needed 
extension. direct appeal was made 
straightforward fashion for this, and even 
before the end the first week noticeable 
improvement began. Becaust the group was 
small, was possible train for certain 
mechanical habits that had not been acquired 
earlier, i.e., the proper use the ink eraser, 
the keeping orderly and complete note- 
book, the proper care fountain pen and 
the necessity learning make one’s own 
corrections before handing written work. 
Carl, whose written work had been notoriously 
poor, developed great liking for correcting 
his own and other people’s errors; before the 
end the course, had come regard the 
dictionary really useful tool and not 
instrument torture invented make 
life unhappy for freshmen. Typed papers 
bristling with errors spelling, punctuation, 
and grammar served the raw material for 
keen competition correcting contests. 


Weakness and Strength 


Bernard proved superior from the 
first; his failure seems have been due 
more past lack effort (which turn 
was due absence incentive) than any 
other cause; quickly realized that was 
easier for him achieve than for his com- 
panions; near the end the course seemed 
have acquired real desire forge ahead 
his own level; this should carry him into 
the honor group the coming year. will 
interesting see maintains the high 
standard has set for himself. 

Alan admitted bitter discouragement all 
his school tasks because extremely slow 
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grasping new ideas. was possible help 
him gain insight into his own weaknesses and 
the same time discover certain strengths 
had overlooked; watched Carl and 
Dan seize upon new ideas accurately with 
avidity, but saw them flounder when they 
tried express themselves paper, while 
his own neat notebook and his mature out- 
look life began give him increasingly 
real satisfaction and feeling security. 

Edward, who had had the reputation 
being rather surly chap, displayed some 
scorn and ill temper, for week so, over 
lengthy, routine tasks; but later, especially 
after conference which was possible 
get him look some his bad habits 
objectively, improved remarkably. Off- 
campus activities were great assistance 
bringing this student better attitude; 
playing ball team that was engaged 
serious competition, discovered, after 
several unpleasant experiences, that there 
such thing good sportsmanship, that 
valuable social asset, and can carried 
over into scholastic endeavor. 

While impossible evaluate the work 
these six weeks objectively this time 
(if ever will be) the improvement each 
case was notable, especially the final 
examinations which had been made lengthy, 
involved and stiff deliberately, that the giving 
passing grades seemed warranted. 


Specific Suggestions 


Besides the labor unit mentioned, series 
articles from The Catholic Digest Rus- 
sia, supplemented materials the boys 
brought from various sources proved in- 
teresting for this section literature. The 
excerpt from “Paratroop Padre” was espe- 
cially attractive because these boys knew that 
Father Sampson had lad attended Cathe- 
dral High School, and several them had 
heard him speak last winter Squires’ 
meeting. 

Scientific articles from the same periodical 
“Scared “Do Cats Make Your 
Flesh Creep?” and “Wild-Honey Hunting” 
were useful. The article the Albatross 
made the bird “The Ancient Mariner” real 
instead just another silly item that non- 
sensical whirl words! 

the language work was possible use 
many local allusions, the boys’ own names, 
and various common facts. The instructor 
found that the boys enjoyed having her work 
with them, presenting her outline which they 
saw grow they worked their own; they 
rejoiced when she preferred, she was able 
once twice, their work her own. 
This bond good fellowship has persisted 
and evident now the classes where they 
meet. The summer session paying ample 
dividends even this early date.

The Numerator and the Denominator 


Heretofore the terms, numerator and de- 
nominator, have not been part the in- 
struction suggested these articles; their 
positions have been referred the 
below the line and the number above the line. 
Now the pupils should the stage 
maturity and experience when they can take 
these cumbersome conventional technical 
terms and told the story. may call 
that, their origin.

the educational program the Arch- 
diocese St. Paul the social studies are 
integral part the primary child’s learning 
activities. The social studies unit each in- 
stance designed make the child more 
aware his dependence upon neighborhood 
helpers well his dependence upon God. 
the unit that follows the child guided 
realization how transportation helps 
him. the same time the unit activities give 
the child opportunity practice the cour- 
tesy and consideration should give work- 
ers streetcars, buses, and other means 
travel. 

The titles the four other units sug- 
gested for second-grade study are: How 
Neighborhood Helpers Help Us; How Boys 
and Girls Grow Healthy and Strong; How 
Can Courteous and Considerate Others; 
How the Farmer Helps Us. 

These units provide the human situation 
that used analogy develop the 
understanding the religion unit that paral- 
lels follows. For example, the children dis- 
cover that transportation workers have defi- 
nite rules follow.

this highly mechanized world which 
ours, teachers today are confronted with 
many problems which did not exist the 
classrooms yesterday.
